We doubt if there is any 


player in the world who al- 
ways makes the best play. We 
mean the best play from the 
standpoint of results per thou- 
sand hands—not just the re- 
sult for the particular hand 
he happens to be playing. No 
one can be 100 per cent right 
in practice. 


If you remember yester- 


day's hand you will note that 
today we have exactly the 
same North cards and almost 
exactly the same South cards. 
The only difference is that 
South has slightly lower spot 
cards in hearts. He decides to 
open with three hearts only 
and receives the same dia- 
mond opening and diamond 
return. 


Now suppose you are South. 


You see that you will make 
your contract if you can get 
away with the loss of only 
two heart tricks. You lead out 
the ace of hearts and drop the 
four and deuce so that at this 
point you miss the king, jack 
nine and eight. 


You can't get away without 


losing at least 
two heart 


tricks. Which card should you 
play to give yaurself the best 
chance to lose only two? 


You note that any play suc- 


ceeds if the remaining hearts 
are divided 2-2, and that no 
play will work if divided 4-0. 
You also realize that if either 
opponent holds a singleton 
nine or eight, no play will 
work. 


Thus your play can only 


mean something if you are 
playing against either a sin- 
gleton jack or king and a 
little study will show that a 
low card play will hold you 
to two losers against either 
of those singletons. The cjueen 
play will cost you against a 
singleton king and the ten 
against 
a 
singleton 
jack. 


Hence either a queen or ten 
lead is a nothing play. A low 
card lead is correct.

zes and concurs in the purpose 
and intent of an order of the Ar- 
kansas Public Service Commis- 
sion entered on December 10, 
1957, 
in Docket U-1281 relating 


to the treatment by the Tele- 
phone Company of ait City spe- 
cial taxes; 


NOW, 
THEREFORE, BE IT 


ORDAINED by the City Council 
of the City of Hope, State of Ar- 
kansas that: 


SECTION 1. The Southwestern 


Bell Telephone Company, its 
successors and assigns (here- 
in referred to as 
"Telephone 


Company") shall continue to 
operate its telephone system and 
all business incidental to or con- 
nected with the conducting of 
a telephone business and system 
in the City of Hope, State of Ar- 
kansas, (herein referred to as 
"City").
